Americans Are Forced to 
Evacuate Another Town 
and Retreat Ten Miles 
‘in Archangel Sector. 


PEOPLE ARE FLEEING 
BEFORE BOLSHEVIKI 


Alleged That Bolsheviki 
Massacred Residents of 
Shenkursk After Town 
Was Evacuated by the 
Americans. 


Archangel, January 29. — The 
American and allied forces operating 
south of Archangel evacuated Sheg- 
ovarsk yesterday and retired ten 
miles to the northward, The Bolshe- 
viki continue to shell the American 
and allied positions at Tarasevo and 
Tulgas. 

' The forces which retired from 
Shegovarsk, which is about 65 miles 
north of Ust Padenga (the allied po- 
Bition furthest south a week ago) 
today halted their march northward 
and established new positions at the 
villages of Vistarka and Ust Sama, 
on opposite banks of the Vaga river, 
about ten miles north of Shegovarsk. 
The new positions are protected by 
forests through which there are no 
winter trails in the immediate vi- 
cinity. 

New Positions Established. 

Although the enemy patrols are 
in touch with the American and al- 
lied advanced posts on all sectors, 
there is a comparative lull today in 
activities on the entire front. 

The Bolshevik artillery ‘is still 
shelling on the Dvina, and yesterday 
showed signs of activity in the Kad- 
ish sector. Enemy patrols, which 
approached to within about two 
miles of the new Vaga position held 
by allies, retreated when shelled. 

People Flee From Beolsheviki. 

The number of refugees fleeing 
from Shenkursk to the American 
and allied lines north of that, town 
is increasing. 

Those who left Shenkursk: after 
the arrival of the Bolsheviki gepeat 
stories of massacres there, but al- 
lied headquarters are still inclined 


to doubt them. The refugees de«- 


clare the Bolsheviki continued to 
shell the town long after the Amer- 
ican forces withdrew, evidently not 
knowing they had left.

IMPORTS BARRED 
BY GREAT BRITAIN 


Drastic Regulations Cov- 
ering Wide Range of 
Commodities Effective 
March 1—Ban Not to Be 
Permanent. 


Washington, January 29.—Drastic 
import regulations, covering a wide 
range of commodities, and effective 
March 1, have been promulgated by 
the British government for the pro- 
tection of its industries during the 
period of reconstruction. The re- 
stricted list was made public here 
tonight by the war trade board on 
advices trom Consul] General Skin- 
ner at London. 

Commodities not on the list may 
be imported without special British 
import licenses until July 1, the an- 
nouncement said, and restrictions 
on the importation of syrup, mo- 
lasses and other articles of like na- 
ture will be removed February 28. 
Raw hides of all kinds also will 
be admitted. 

Commodities which may not be 
imported into Great Britain after 
March 1 without special licenses 
range all the way from essentials 
to luxuries, and include machine 
tools and machinery for working in 
both metal and wood, stoves, manu- 
facturers of aluminum, wearing ap- 
parel not waterproofed, baskets and 
basket ware, metal baths, car- 
tridges, cements, fatty acids, fire 
extinguishers, guns, carbines and 
rifles, hats and bonnets, lawn mow- 
ers, linen yarns and manufactures 
theréof, materials, matting, mops, 
oilcloth, perfumery and toilet prep- 
ations, photographic apparatus, pic- 
tures, prints, engravings and photo- 
graphs, plated and gilt wares; re- 
volvers and pistols, salt, sewing 
machines, manufactures of skins 
and furs, soap, spectacles end eye- 
glasses, not containing gold; time- 
recording instruments of all kinds, 
movements and parts thereof; 
wringers' and mangles, weighing 
machines, scales and balgfces of all 
descriptions and vacuum. cleaners.

1 are works of art, apples, bananas, 
casings and sausage skins, cocoa,

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GRAVEST PROTESTS 
MADE BY AUSTRALIA 
AND BY SOUTH AFRICA 


British War Cabinet, Aft- 
er Giving Formal Ad- 
hesion to Plan, Finds 
That It Is Beset by Many 
Difficulties—Under Wil> 
son’s Plan League of 
Nations Will Administer 
Colonies. 


London, Thursday, January %0.— 
The British imperial war cabinet 
has accepted President Wilson’s the- 
ory of internationalization as ap- 
plied to the captured German col- 
onies, notwithstanding energetic 
protests from the representztives of 
the dominions, says The Daily 
Mail’s Paris correspondent. 

“These protests,” says the cor- 
fespondent, “have been of the grav- 
est character. The South African 
representatives believe acceptance 
will give the greatest encourage- 
ment to the rebel. element in South 
Africa which it ever has received 
during British administration. The 
Australian delegates fear that Aus- 
tralian public opinion will regard it 
as 6xtremely unsatisfactory and in- 
explicable. The dominion repre- 
sentatives generally, though very 
reticent, are greatly perturbed.” 

What Wilson Proposes. 

The Daily Mail cites Arabia and 
Mesopotamia as instances where 
possibly the inhabitants are capa- 
‘ble of self-determination and would 
have their wishes put into efféct by 
the league of nations, 

Regarding safeguards under 
which the mandatories would aa- 
minister the countries whose people 
are not ripe for self-determination, 
The Daily Mail says President Wilt- 
| 20M. -the safeguards 
shall be settled by th®-peace confer- 
ence or the league of nations, they 
being varied according to local con- 
ditions. 

“President Wilson doubtless has 
before him,” the correspondent con- 
tinues, “the principles of the Brit- 
ish colonial administration as those 
which the league must enforce by 
safeguard and the British view ap- 
pears to be that under this system, 
while formal adhesion is given to 
President Wilson's theory, the right 
of governmeént by mandatory power 
will not differ in effect from the 
British imperial conception. This 
view induced the imperial cabiner 
to accept President Wilson's plan, 
but an examination into the steps 
to be taken for putting it into ef- 
fectulready reveals the gravest dif- 
ficulties.” 


Of Paramount Importance. 

“It involves three difficulties of 
paramount importance—first, who 
is to pay for the deevlopment of the 
territory; second, what rules re- 
garding tariffs are to be observed, 
and third, are the mandatory to be 
allowed to exclude people or capital 
they do not wish to enter? 

“President Wilson believes all 
these can be settled by separate 
consideration of the case of each 
territory. He even foresees th pos- 
sibility of the league having reve- 
nue derived from constituent mem-

COLONY QUESTION 
RIPE FOR DECISION 
BY THE COUNCIL 


Paris, January 29.—The supreme 
council mét at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing with a full attendance and dis- 
cussed the questions of the German 
colonies and instructions to the com- 
mission which is to be sent to Po- 
land. 

The German colonial quéstion is 
ripe for decision, as great progress 
wag made yesterday concerning it. 
It is understood a compromise is to 
be adopted which will fully preserve 
President Wilson's plan for interna- 
tional administration, but giving the 
various mandatories certain liberty 
of action in executing their control 
of the colonies. 

The supreme council today heard 
R. V. Dmowski, the Polish delegate, 
and Dr. Karl Kramarz, representing 
the Czecho-Slovaks, with reference 
to the conflict which has arisen be- 
tween the Polish and Czecho-Slovak 
military forces along their frontier. 

The hearings weer a sequel to the 
council’s warning against occupa- 
tion of territory by force, and the 
delegates of the two countries were 


invited to explain the hostllities and 


take measures to abate them. 

General Louis 
African premier, was also heard on 
the former German colonies, 

Two Official Statements. 

Two official communications on 
the peace proceedings were issued 
today. The first says: 

“The president of the Wnited 
States, the premiers and foreign 
ministers of the allied and asso- 
ciated governments and the Jap- 
anese representatives held two 
meetings on January 29. The morn- 
ing sitting was devoted to hearing 
reports of delegates who ‘made gen- 
eral statements on the Polish situa- 
tion and Polish claims. In the aft- 
ernoon the Czecho-Slovak delegates 
gave their views on the question of 
the industrial basin in Silesia, sit- 
uated between Behemia and | Po- 
land.” 

The other communique says: 

. “Since Monday last, Mr. Barnes 
(British minister without portfolio) 
has been conferring with prominent 
British trade unionists and repre- 
sentatives of India and the domin- 
ions on the draft of a scheme for 
the international regulation of con- 
ditions of employment. The scheme 
has been closely exaniined, and the 
experience of all present at the con- 
ference has been freely placed at Mr. 
Barnes’ disposal. Many valuable 
suggestions have been made and it 
is felt that full light has been given 
to the views of organized British 
trade unionists. 

“The conference concluded at 
noon January 29, and the draft 
scheme agreed upon will be sub- 
mitted to the international commis- 
sion on labor regulation, which was 
appointed on Saturday last at ths 
peace conferencé.” | 

Many Private Conferences. 

While the council of the great 
powers were today giving their at- 
tention to Poland, the chief interest 
was centered in a series of private 
conferences in the upper chamber of 
the American and British delega- 
tions, where efforts were being 
made to reconcile the rather acute 
issue which has arisen over the dis- 
position of the German colonies, 

The American position has been 
quite definitely and firmly stated in 
favor of the internationalization of 
these colonies under the league of 
nations, with mandates as trustees 
to such powers as undertake to ad- 
minister them, But the British do- 
minions which are chiefly interested 
in the German colonies of the Pa- 
cific and in south Africa are equally 
firm for annexation, with full sov- 
ereignty and without a mandate 
from the league of riations. 

The main efforts today have been 
to reconcile those extremes and 
those taking part in the conferences 
were hopeful tonight that a middle 
ground would be found which would 
preserve the American . contention 
for a mandate to the powers claim- 
ing the colonies. Early in the

Hearings now are be- 
ing given by the supreme council 
to members of the conference and 
to colonial experts upon the dispo- 
sition of the colonies. The council 
is at the same time proceeding with 
the consideration of a general pol- 
icy which shall be adopted by the 
five great powers in this matter. 

At present it appears these pow- 
ers, through the supreme council, 
intend to dispose of the subject, 
confident of the approval of its de- 
cisions by the conference itself.

This development has determined 
the American delegates to remind 
the other powers of that fact and 
to urge the adoption of the Ameri- 
can plan at the very outset in or- 
der to keep the rival claimants 
within the bounds of fairness. 

“This plan, which was discussed 
Monday and is receiving immediate 
further consideration, looks to in- 
ternational control of the colonies, 
backward nationalities and tribes 
by individual powers or by agents 
to be known as “mandatories” of 
the league of nations, These agents 
are to derive all their powers from 
the league and to act entirely on 
the lines of policy dictated by that 
body. 

The distribution of these guard- 
ianships is to be made. by the 
league of nations; so it again hap- 
pens, a8 in the case of many of the 
projects of reform broached at the 
conference, that its successful ap- 
plication igs wholly dependent upon 
the consummation of the league. 
Argument Against Lengue Policy. 

One argument against the 
league’s control of the colonies 
advanced by the British colonial 
officials was that the “mandatories” 
might feel themselves saddled with 
enormous financial responsibilities 
in an effort to develop their wards, 
and yet be subject to criticism in 


the event they failed to bring them 
forward. 

President*® Wilson himself felt 
called upon to answer this argu- 
ment by the statem:.t that the 
American plan contemplated that 
the mandatory power would be lia- 
ble only for administrative ex- 
pense; other, expenditures would be 
made only when authorized by the 
league, unle&Ss the colony was able 
to finance itself out of its own re- 
sources. 

While the plan has not progress- 
ed to a@ point where any attempt 
has been ‘made to assign particular 
nations to these guardianships, the 
matter has been the subject. of 
special thought and consideration. 
In the case of America it has been 
suggested that owing to its large in- 
fluence in Turkey through the nu- 
merous graduates of Robert college 
and because of the conviction among 
the Turks of the disinterestedness 
of America, if it is called upon to 
assume such charge, it might nat- 
urally first take upon itself the 
guardianship not only of Turkey in 
Europe, but also a considerable por- 
tion of Turkey’s former provinces, 
including Armenia, 

Subject to Revision. 

Up to this moment the whole 
project is still subject to complete 
readjustment. Nevertheless, it is 
felt by some of the delegates if the 
league of nations is assured on a 
basis of freedom from discrimina- 
tion, the great powers may be will- 
ing to abandon their plans for the 
complete annexation of former Ger- 
man colonies and separated sec- 
tions of late enemy states, although

SECRETARY DANIELS 


Washington, January 29.—Repub- 
lican Leader Mann, speaking in the 
house today, attacked Secretary 
Daniels for purchasing wireless com- 
munication systems, saying the sec- 
retary had violated the law and 
“ought to be impexched.” 

Secretary Daniels recently told 
the house merchant marine commit- 
tee that the shore stations and ra- 
dio ship sets of the Marconi Wire- 
less and Federal Telegraph company 
had been bought for about $3,000,000 
from funds carried in the last ap- 
propriation bill. In his speech to- 
day Mr. Mann declared that not a 
line of the appropriation bill au- 
thorized the purchases. 

“Utterly regardless of law,” said 
Mr. Mann, “in violation. of the law 
for which he ought to be impeached 
and removed from office—and it is 
not unlikely that he may be—he 
has gone ahead and spent money 
out of the appropriation for the pur- 
chase of radio systems. 

“He came beforethe congress and 
asked authority to make these pur- 
chases and was refused. If he had 
authority he did not need ask con- 
gress for it, and the failure of con- 
gress to legislate on'the subject is 
a refusal of authority.” 

Secretary Daniels declined to dis- 
cuss Mr. Mann’s statements further 
than to say that before the land 
radio stations were taken over he 
and Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, 
with the department’s solicitor, had 
examined very caréfully into the 
question of the department’s au- 
thority to act. - 


MORGAN IS HONORED 
FOR SERVICE TO ALLIES 


London, Jahuary 29.—In recogni- 
tion of his services to the allies, J. 
P. Morgan today was granted “the 
honorary freedom and livery” of the 
Goldsmith company. He is the first 
American and the first banker since 
1795 to be.so honored. King George 
and Foreign Secretary Balfour are 
the only other honorary freemen at 
present. 

Many traditions of. the company’s 
six hundred years of existence 
were carried out in the ceremonies 
in the imposing Goldsmith’s hall 
when Mr. Morgan was presented 
with the resolutions contained in a 
silver casket. Speeches were made 
by the Earl of Reading, British am- 
bassador to the United States, and 
Austen Chamberlain, the chancellor 
of the exchequer. Lord Reading laid 
emphasis on Mr. Morgan’s aid in 
floating the $500,000,000 loan for 
England in 1915. 

The Goldsmith company, which is 
semi-official in that its hall-marks 
of gold and silver are according to 
government standards, had its in- 
ception as a guild of gold and silver 
craftsmen. However, it has grown 
into an organization of England’s 
most influential financiers,  al- 
though never losing its identifica- 
tion with the gold and silver trade. 


CAMPAIGN PLANNED 
IN BEHALF OF SNAKE 


New York, January 29.—A cam- 
paign of education on behalf of the 
non-poisonous snake is to be under- 
taken by the Reptile Study society 
of America, it was announced today 
by Allen S. Williams, president of 
the organization, who declared .nat 
as a destroyer of rodents and other 
small pests on the farm the snake is 
a “friend and benefactor of man.” 

“The snake has a very important 
bearing on the question of food pro- 
duction,” said Mr. Williams, “and 
every person who kills a non-poison- 
ous snake might as well destroy 
one .hundred times the snake’s 
weight in wheat.”

“These arrangements seem to be 
the best devisable for the year 1919. 
During this year, however, we must 
remake the old British regular 
army, so as to provide, on a volun- 
tary basis, overseas garrisons and 
foreign stations.”

Madrid, January 29.—The cham- 
ber of deputies today was crowded 
when the demand of Catalonia for 
autonomy came up for discussion. 
Senor Cambo, the Catalonian leader, 
was given a hostile reception when 
he declared Catalonia did not want 
autonomy or decentralization, but 
sovereignty. 

Premier Romanones replied that 
the parliament was prepared to dis- 
cuss autonomy in the hope the prob- 
lem which had caused s0 much 
trouble in Spain and had prevented 
progress for so long might he 
solved happily. The government, he 
said, was absolutely determined to 
restore order in Barcelona. 

Senor Cambo reiterated the gov- 
ernment’s decentralization project 
was not sufficient. If it was voted, 
Catalonia would submit, but only 
until it was able to overturn the 
government.

U. S. MUST BUILD SHIPS, 
ACCORDING TO DANIELS 


Baltimore, January 29.—‘‘The big- 
gest question in the United States 
today is the merchant marine ques- 
tion,” said Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels in an -address here tonight 
at the annual eastern shore ban- 
quet. The United States, Mr. Dan- 
iels declared, cannot afford to stop 
building ships unless: it wishes to 
withdraw into its own national lim- 
‘its and surrender its share of the 
trade and wealth of the world to 
other countries. 

“If we have wisdom and snorting 
blood,” said the secretary, “We will 
carry commerce to the uttermost 
parts of the world and barter with 
man under every sky. Never again 
should the United States be guilty 
of the folly of trusting practically 
all of its world eommerce to for- 
eign bottoms. 

“In spite of the mistakes due to 
haste and high costs under war 
conditions, one lasting good has 
come from the revival of shipbuild- 
ing during the war—we have res- 
cued the construction of ships from 
a craft and made it a trade. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of men who nev- 
er drove a rivet before 1917 are now 
expert riveters and are trained in 
other. branches of. shipbuilding.” 

Mr. Daniels predicted that Ameri- 
can yards in the future would build 
biggeér ships with greater steaming 
radius than the cargo carriers of 
today, and said they would be of 
such design as to call for. smaller 
crews to handle them. 


CZECH-SLOVAK TROOPS 
TO TAKE EAST SILESIA 


London, Januarv 29:—President 
Masaryk, of the Czecho-Slovak re- 
public, according to an official 
statement made by him and receiv- 
ed here by wireless from Warsaw, 
has announced that Czecho-Slovak 
troops will occupy eastern Silesia. 
He denies that allied troops willbe 
concerned. in the occupation. The 
president’s statement follows: 

“In view of the unsatisfactory 
conditions in eastern Silesia the 
Cztcho-Slovak government’ has de- 
eided to occupy the province with 
Zzecho-Slovak troops. All state- 
ments appearing in the press de- 
claring that the entente has decided 
to occupy eastern Silesia are with- 
out authorization and entirely in- 
correct. The British, American, 
French and Italian officers mention- 
6d in the newspapers are attached to 
the Czecho-Slovak armies and take 
their orders from the Czecho-Slovak 
government. No troops except 
Czecho-Slovak legions are being em- 
ployed in the:rerion. 


The eastern Silesia referred to 
probably is the eastern portion of 
German Silesia. It Javs between 
Poland and =: Czecho-Slovakia. An 
Amsterdam dispatch Tuesday night 
snid the Czecho-Slovak forces were 
concentrating on the frontier be- 
tween Bohemia and Saxony. 

Tt was reported that one of the 
villages occupied by the Czechs was 
Freistadt, which, however, is just 
south of the southern border of 
eastern German Silesia in the region 
of Ratibor. 


‘YPRES TO BE MEMORIAL 
TO HORRORS OF WAR 


London, January 29.—The deci- 

sion of the Belgian government to 
maintain Ypres, the scene of sev- 
eral battles between the British and 
the Germans, in its. present condi- 
tion as a permanent memorial is 
indorsed heartily by -British press 
and public opinion. 
' “Ypres will be a memorial,” savs 
The Westminster Gazette, “in 
which future generations may learn 
the horrors of war. There’is noth- 
ing more impressive than the sight 
of the stricken city with the skele- 
tons of its once wonderful buildings 
rising gaunt into the sky. In a 
sense, there are few things more 
beautiful. To patch it up would be 
impossible. . Every: one, therefore, 
will welcome the decision that the 
remains of the old city shall be left 
intact instead of being cleared 
away. 

“The east abounds in the ruins 
of the last vestiges of once glori- 
ous civilizations which have been 
overthrown. Ypres will stand for 
centuries as a reminder that civili- 
zation itself cannot be overthrown 
and as a monument to a generatioén 
sacrificed in its defense.”’

Illinois Ranked First in 
Value of All Crops; Iowa, 
Texas and Georgia Sec- 
ond, Third and Fourth. 


Washington, January 29.—High 
prices and increased production 
swelled the total value of the farm 
crops of the country in 1918 half 
a billion dollars more than the to- 
tal of any previous year. The ag- 
gregate value of farm crops for the 
year has been placd at $14,090,76y,- 
000 by the bureau of crop estimates 
of the department of agriculture. 
The previous record value year was 
1917. The value of last year’s crop 
was double the average value for 
the five years, 1912 to 1916. 

Illinois ranked first in the value 
of all crops.as did that state in 1917. 
Iowa, Texas and Georgia were sec- 
ond, third and fourth, holding the 
same rank they did in 1917. Minne- 
sota took fifth rank, jumping from 
ninth place, which she held in 1917. 
Ohio dropped back into sixth place 
from the fifth rank. North Caro- 
lina moved up into seventh rank 
from the eleventh place. Indiana 
retained eighth place. Missour! 
dropped into ninth rank from the 
sixth place she held in the previous 
vear. Pennsylvania moved _§ into 
tenth place from the fourteenth po- 
sition. Nebraska, which held sev- 
enth place in 1917, dropped back to 
the seventeenth rank. California 
nae from tenth rank to twenty- 

rst. 

The thirteen principal farm crops 
—corn, wheat, oats, barley, rye, 
buckwheat, flaxseed, rice, potatoes, 
sweet potatoes, tame hay, tobacco 
and lint cotton—which formed al- 
most 80 per cent of the value of all 
of the country’s crops in 1909 as re- 
ported by the census bureau. were 
valued in 1918 at $11,125.996,000. 

The total. value of all crops as 
given is the hypothetical valu, 
based upon the ratio of the thirteen 
principal crops to all crons in the 
1999 census bureau’s report.

MUCH UNEMPLOYMENT 
FEARED BY SENATORS 


Washington, January 29.—Pros- 
pect of industrial unemployment in 
the country was discussed briefly 
today in the sénate. Senators Kens 
yon, of Iowa, and Smoot, of Utah, 
republicans, were joined by Senator 
Thomas, of Colorado, in expressing 
apprehénsion, while Senator Lewis, 
of Illinois, democrat, deprecated 
their statements and those of Sec- 
retary Morrison, of the American 
Federation of Labor, and others re- 
garding probable depression. 

Senator Kenyon, advocating his 
bill to expend $100,000,000 on public 
works to prevent unemployment, de- 
nied that any “alarming” statements 
had been made and insisted that 
measures by congress to avert un- 
employment were necessary. Sena- 
tor Smoot said he feared working 
men may soon be suffering and Sen- 
ator Thomas declared that he held 
“apprehensions” or unemployment. 

Senator Lewis said the statements 
regarding labor conditions were 
startling, wrong @nd unjustified.” 
Challenged by Senator Kenyon, Mr. 
Lewis conceded that temporary dis- 
tress may ensue, out declared that 
the ultimate future of American in- 
dustry was bright. 


GERMAN BANK CLERKS 
THREATEN TO STRIKE 


Berlin, January 29.—The clerical 
force of the middle German credit 
bank has submitted an ultimatum 
to the directors demanding a war 
bonus of 2,000 marks for married 
employees and 1,500 marks for un- 
married employees who have been 
in the service of the bank since the 
beginning of the war. Employees 
who entered the service of the bank 
after the war began,.it is demand- 
ed, also shall be given bonuses. 

The clerks also ask an increase 
in wages amounting to 100 per cent 
over the wages paid before the war 
and the retention of married sub- 
stitutes who were engaged during 
the progress of the war so as to 
prevent an increase in the number 
of unemployed. 

The employees threaten to strike 
by Wednesday night if their de- 
mands are not met and claim the 
clerical forces of all the big banks 
in Berlin are solidly behind them. 


WAR APPROPRIATION 
REPEALED BY HOUSE 


Washington, January 29.—With- 
out a dissenting vote, the house to- 
night passed the emergency defi- 
ciency bill with its rider repealing 
appropriations of $7,179,156,900 and 
authorizations of $8,221,029,290, 
madé during the war for the army 
and navy departments. 

The house adopted an amendment 
by Representative Dyer, of Missourl, 
republican, prohibiting expenditure 
of any part of the deficiency appro- 
priation of $290,200,000 until al! 
former government employees now 
in military service are restored to 
their old positions in the various 
government departments.

Leaving behind one woman in 
tears ana several others who watch- 
ed more or less stolidly, a gray- 
haired and bent man of i3 and his 
young grandson were sent from 
United States Commissioner Colquitt 
Carter's court Wednesday to the 
‘Mower, because they coule not fur- 
nish the $1,000 bail required. 

The two were G W. Sylvis and 
Clyde Sylvis, accused of stealing 
government property, and the wo- 
man who wept was Clyde’s mother. 

Last week an automobile, belong- 
ing to the military intelligence de- 
partment, being used by Hubert 
Long connected with the plant 
protection section, disappeared from 
Ponce de Leon avenue about 8 
o’cloek in the evening. A search 
began and a reward of $25 was of- 
fered for the return of the car. 

Residents of Cassville, Ga., lo- 
cated the car there when it was of- 
fered for sale following a break- 
down. Those who saw the occu- 
pants telephoned a description of 
the two men and G. W. Sylvis and E. 
Sylvis, a grandson, were arrested in 
Atlanta Monday afternoon. Ar- 
raigned in court Wednesday with 
witnesses from Cassville present it 
was found that Clyde Sylvis could 
be identified as the old man’s com- 
panion rather than his brother. The 
older boy was then dismissed and 
the two others bound over to the 
grand jury. 

It is said that the Sylvis men op- 
erate a jitney line in one or two 
cities. Several Kentucky automo- 
bile tags were found among the pos- 
sessions of the elder Sylvis, who 
boards at 222 South Pryor Sgreet. 


Bolivia Will Invoke 
Doctrine of Wilson 


To Get Two Provinces 


Paris, January 29.—That Bolivia 
intends to set up a claim for the 
provinces of Tacna and Arica, un- 
der the doctrine of President Wil- 
son that nations are entitled to an 
outlet to the sea, was indicated to- 
day by General Montes, Bolivian 
minister to France. Ina statement 
to the Associated Press he said: 

“The claims of Chile and Peru to 
these provinces are baesd purely on 
political arguments, while those of 
Bolivia are based on the vital 
right of access to the ocean through 
the natural channel of these prov- 
inces. Without access to the sea, 
of which we were deprived when 
we lost Antafogasta as a conse- 
quence of the Pacific war, Bolivia 
could not hope to become a great 
nation and trade freely with the 
world.” 

General Montes pointed out that 
Chile and Peru possessed long coast 
lines even before the Pacifie war. 


LETTER A PURE FAKE, 
SAYS DR. DERNBURG 


Berlin, January 29.—During the 
recent investigation by the United 
States senate judiciary committee 
into German propaganda, a letter 
Said to have been signed by Dr. 
Bernard Dernburg, the former Ger- 
man agent in the United States, and 
addressed to Captain von Papen, the 
former German military attache in 
Washington, and said to have been 
found by the British when they 
captured German headquarters in 
Palestine, was read into the record, 
A copy of the published letter was 
sent to Dr. Dernburg and he au- 
thorized: the following statement 
today: 

“The letter ascribed to me is a 
pure fake from first to last. I never 
wrote Von Papen either this or any 
other letter. As bearing on the 
reliability of material placed before 
the senatorial committee, I would 
consider it of importance that this, 
my categorical denial, be transmit- 
ted to the-other side.” 


On December 18, last, papers of 
Captain von Papen were placed on 
the record of the senate committee. 
They contained a letter of Dr. Dern- 
burg to Von Papen, dated Berlin, 
October 18, 1916, in which veiled 
reference was made regarding Ger- 
man submarine activity against 
Holland and the Seandinavian coun- 
tries. The plan was not disclosed 
fully in the letter. 


TURNING THE LIGHT 
ON SECURITY LEAGUE 


Chicago, January’ 29.—The con- 
gressional committee investigating 
the activities of the National Secur- 
ity league today examined two 
members of the Chicago chapter 
and drew from one witness the ad- 
mission that virtually all members 
of the organization are men con- 
nected in some manner with big in- 
dustrial or public service companies. 
Testimony showed, however, that 
Victor Olander, of the Seamen’s 
union, and George W. Perkins, of 
the Cigarmakers’ union, were mem- 
bers of the executive committee of 
the league and frequently attended 
meetings. 

In reply to a @guestion by Con- 
gresssman Walsh, Emil Wetten, one 
of the witnesses, said that J. Og- 
den Armour, Samuel Insull, Chartes 
I. Deering and Edgar A. Bancroft, 
general counsel for the Internation- 
al Harvester company, were mem- 
bers of league committees. 

H. H. Merrick, president of the 
chapter, declared that the Chicago 
chapter of the National Security 
learue had no intimate relationship 
with the New York Security league: 
that it took no orders and did not 
receive any funds from any outside 
sources, and that its only purpose 
throughout the war period was to 
encourage patriotic effort and up- 
hold morale. 


MRS. MINTA JACKSON — 
DIED ON WEDNESDAY 


Mrs. Minta Jackson, “wife of A. 
W. Jackson, prominent Atlanta in- 
surance man, died Wednesday night 
at a private hospital of pneumonia, 
which followed an attack of Spanish 
influenza. She was 36 years old and 
lived at 126 Peachtree circle. 

Besides her husband she is sur- 
vived by two sons, Wingate and Wil- 
liam Jackson: two daughters, Grace 
and Minta Jackson; her mother, 
Mrs, Albert Peacock, of Cochran, 
Ga.; one sister, Mrs, D. L. McRae, 
of Macon, Ga., and four brothers, 
R. H. Peacock, of Cochran: Albert 
Peacock, of Barnesville, Ga.: ex- 
Senator Z. V. Peacock, of Hawkins- 
ville, Ga., and Herbert Peacock, of 
Pope City, -Ga. The body was re- 
moved to the chapel of Awtry & 
Lowndes, awaiting funeral arrange- 
ments.

He complimented the church 
on not waiting to serve the cause 
of Christ just because the building 
had been burned to the ground some 
time ago, as the ae would 
come if the people served humanity 
as they ought. 

There will be three sessions a 
day, at 11 a. m., 3 and 7:30 p. m. 
The motto of the conference is “We 
study to serve.” Each of the spe- 
cial lecturers, Revs. D. Craw- 
ford, D. W. Cannon, J. T. Brown, 
gave short outlines of their work 
during the coming week. 


U. S. RAIL OWNERSHIP 
OPPOSED BY ALABAMA 


Montgomery, Ala., January 29.— 
The house of representatives of Ala- 
bama, by a vote of 40 to 32, this aft- 
ernoon adopted a resolution oppos- 
ing government ownership of rail- 
roads. The resolution was intro- 
duced by Representative Faulk, of 
Geneva county. Copies of the reso- 
lution will be sent to the Alabama 
congressional delegation. 


Villa Near Chihuahua. 


El Paso, Texas, January 29.— 
Francisco Villa and 500 men were 
encamped thirty miles south of 
Chihuahua City today, according to 
a telegram received here tonight. A 
federal column was sent there by 
General Jesus Augustin Castro to 
attack Villa, according to the tele- 
gram. Officials and employees of 
American-owned mines in the Cusi- 
huriachac district of western Chi- 
huahua are abandoning their prop- 
erties, fearing a Villa attack. 


ATTACKED BY PACKERS 


Washington, January 29.—While 
Louis F. Swift, president of Swift 
& Co. was being cross-examined 
today before the senate agricultural 
committee as to whether the five bi 
packers had combined to contro 
meat prices and markets, Edward 
A, Cudahy, president of the Cudahy 
Packing company, and T. E. Wilson, 
president of Wilson & Co., told the 
interstate commerce committee that 
pending legislation to regulate the 
meat packing industry was unneéces- 
Sary. 

Both Mr. Cudahy and Mr. Wilson 
said the investigation of the indus- 
try conducted by the federal trade 
commission was unfair and biased, 
and that it should not be used as the 
basis for action by congress. They 
declared that if a complete and im- 
partial investigation had been made, 
the commission would have found 
— there was no need for legisla- 
tion. 

Mr. Wilson said he did not criti- 
cise the investigators, because they 
probably were sincere, but he added 
that they started off with a fixed 
idea~regarding the packers and were 
unable to “get rid of it.” 

Mr. Cudahy declared the packers 
would favor “complete and better 
publicity of the facts,’ and said that 
if this were coupled with friendly 
£0-operation, “far better results 
would be attained than by more 
legislation.”’ 

Both presidents declared that the 
high efficiency of the packing indus- 
try would be destroyed if controlled 
or regulated by the government. 
They said individual initiative and 
experience was essential to the suc- 
cess of the business, 

Francis J. Heney, chief counsel 
for the trade commission in the in- 
vestigation of the packers, again 
conducted the cross-questioning of 
Mr. Swift today before the senate 
committee. He inquired into specu- 
lative transactions in Swift stocks 
as well as into alleged attempts of 
the big packing concerns to control 
prices and markets. 

Mr. Heney produced a number of 
letters passing between representa- 
tives of Swift & Co. and those of 
other packing companies regard- 
ing prices and other matters, and 
asked Mr. Swift to place his own 
construction on them, The witness 
said that the fact that the letters 
had been exchanged was evidence 
that there was competition between 
the companies. 

“But wasn’t the purpose to pre- 
vent whatever competition there 
might have been?’ asked Mr. Heney 

“I don’t think so,” Mr. Swift re- 
plied. “You Know salesmen resort 
to all sorts of practices to fool the 
other fellow.” 

In one of the letters read by Mr. 
Heney a representative of Swift & 
Co. warned an agent of Wilson & 
Co. that unless the latter concern 
stopped its efforts to sell meat in 
Fresno, Cal., Swift & Co. would enter 
the Los Angeles market. 

“Wasn't that a threat to keep 
Wilson out of Fresno and prevent 
him from entering Swift & Co.’s ter- 
ritorys” Mr. Heney asked. 

“It simply means that thev were 
competing,” repeated Mr.:-Swift. 


LORD CECIL PRAISES 
MONROE DOCTRINE 


London, January 29.—Lord Robert 
Cecil, the British authority on a 
league of nations, praised the Mon- 
roe doctrine in an interview today 
regarding the interest of neutral 
countries, especfally Latia-America, 
in a league of nations. 

‘Neutral countries cannot, of 
course, take part in deliberations 
direetly concerrniing war problems,” 
he said, “but so far as a league of 
nations is concerned, if neutral) 
countries prepare a practical plan 
for submission to the conference the 
representatives of the great powers 
will be glad to consider it, although 
it must be a plan containing con- 
crete issues and not theoretical sv- 
lutions drawn upon paper. 

“The Monroe doctrine has given 
satisfactory results in practice 
which justifies its further applica- 
tion as a model of operation. The 
league of nations could appoint the 
American nations themselves as the 
mandatories for the execution of its 
principles regarding territorial in- 
tegrity so far as these principles af- 
fect American countries. In this 
manner the United States and the 
Latin-American republics could act 
in conformity with their policy al- 
ready established.” 

Lord Robept added that if the Eu- 
ropean action were excluded in the 
American continent the occasion 
might arise when an American na- 
tion might unjustly damage the Eu- 
ropean interests. To avoid this it 
would be advisable that a court dr 
similar institution be formed by the 
American courtries themselves to 
consider and decide the sanctions 
applicable in each case.

lied Proposal for Confer- 

ence of All Russian Fac- 

tions. 

Archangel, January 29.—General 
Miller, the governor general of the 
region Of the north and the head of 
the north Russian government dur- 
ing the absence of President Techai- 
kowsky, has presented to the allied 
representatives in Archangel for 
transmission to Paris a statement 
outlining the physical and moral im- 
possibility of holding any confer- 
ence with the Bolsheviki. The state- 
ment says it not only is inadvisable 
to hold any parleys with the Bolshe- 
viki, but it would be physically im- 
possible for any delegates from the 
northern region to reach the Princes 
Islands by February 15, without 
passing through Bolshevik territory, 
which they consider impossible. 
PROPOSAL SURPRISES 
SIBERIA GOVERNMENT. 

Omsk, Siberia, January 29.—The 
proposal of the peace conference for 
a discussion between the various 
Russian groups probably will be 
submitted by the Omsk government 
to representatives of the various 
groups in Siberia for action. In 
the meanwhile the government of- 
ficials insist, the military situation 
requires that the campaign against 
the Bolsheviki be pushed vigorously. 

The receipt of the proposal by 
wireless from France caused sur- 
prise in government circles here, as 
it is feared it may have an adverse 


effect on the discipline of the army 
supporting the Omsk government. 
Pending the receipt of an official 
text of the proposal of the govern- 
ment, officials will make no com- 
ment except that the anti-Bolshe- 
vik campaign should not be relaxed 
and that constructive efforts to 
strengthen the government and re- 
build e nation should be main- 
tained. 

In seeking opinion as to what 
should be done concerning the pro- 
posal the government probably will 
eonfer with representatives of the 


co-operative assemblies, as well as. 


political leaders. , 
PRINCIPLES OUTLINED 
FOR UNITED RUSSIA. 

Paris, January 29.—A declaration 
has been issued and delivered to the 


allied governments by what in the 
document is called “a conference 
of Russian ambassadors and busi- 
ness men in Paris.” The declaration 
says the object of the conference 
was to defend the rights and inter- 
“solemnly pro- 
claiming, in the name and by the 
order of the united governments of 
Russia the principles by which the 
nation’s policy will be inspired.” 

No matter when order is restored 
in Ruesia,” the @eclaration contin- 
ues, “this order cannot be founded 
on the principles which formed the 
basis of the ancient regime. It is 
hard to formulate precisely, for the 
present, what the future constitu- 
tion of Russia will be, but it is pos- 
sible to formulate the principles 
which will form the basis of the 
democratic organization of Russia. 
These Ermetpies are: 

“1. The new legal order must be 
founded on the sovereignty of the 
people who will exercise their pow- 
er through organizations of their 
own choice; which will be respon- 
sible to the people and will guaran- 
tee to them the unalienability of 
their sovereignty. 

“2. No difference ig to be made 
between the people’s prerogatives 
and class privileges. There will be 
equality for all in the eyes of the 
of the political and social scale. 

“3. The rapid development of pro- 
ducing forces. The encouragement 
of all private initiative and all meas- 
ures likely to attract capital in the 
country. At the same time the state 
must adopt all measures likely to 
attract capital in the country.

“4. The most important question 
must be the settlement of the agri- 
cultural problems which, to attain 
social peace must be solved in the 
interest of the large masses. 

“5. During the revolution a dis- 
orderly movement occurred on the 
part of the part of peasants who 
took possession of the land. This 
exceptional situation demands ex- 
ceptional means for dealing with it, 
but to return to the ancient state of 
affairs is impossible. Peasants 
must own more lIand*“than hitherto, 
but for the present state of anarchy, 
there must be substituted some le- 
gal basis.” 

The declaration concludes by say- 


ing: 

Rus ia pledges herself to fulfill 
all obligations arising from treaties 
she concluded, but claims the right 
to be indemnified by the enemy for 
damages sustained during the war, 
which caused her heavy sacrifices.”

Washington, January 29.—Drastic 
punishment for persons spreading 
anarchistic propaganda is provided 
in a bill introduced in the house to- 
day Representative Farr, of 
Pennsylvania, republican, anaw€fer- 
red to the judiciary commitjce.

SPREAD OF SOCIALISM 
ALARMING 10 WATSON 


Topeka, Kan., January 29.—Sena- 
tor Watson, of Indiana, speaking 
here tonight at the exercises in cele- 
bration of the anniversary of the 
birth of former President McKinley, 
said he was in favor of a league of 
nations with authority to enforce 
its decrees provided one could be 
formed which would not interfere 
with the rights of the United States 
government to conduct its own in- 
ternal affairs. 

The Indiana senator warned 
against spread of socialism. He 
said the president had been sur- 
rounded by near socialists enjoy- 
ing his confidence and that Secre.- 
taries Baker, Daniels and Burle- 
son had advocated government own- 
ership of public utilities. Such utill- 
ties taken over during the war, he 
declared, have been inefficiently 
managed. 

The League of Nations. 

Discussing the league of nations, 
Senator Watson said: 

“T am for a league of nations for 
arbitration and conciliation. I am 
in favor of axjeague consisting of 
the present allies that shall enforce 
the peace of the world: that shall 
permit other nations to join it from 
time to time and thus augment its 
force and increase its authority, but 
that shall permit each nation to 
retain its sovereignty and to man- 
age its own internal and domestic 
affairs.” 

Declaring that the victorious asso- 
clated nations were amply able to 
overcome any nation or group of na- 
tions aiming at disturbing the peace 
of the world, Senator Watson said 
it was high time “for us to resume 
our own course and settle our own 
Ah and attend to our own af- 
airs.” 


Power of Socialism. 


Turning to, what he termed the 
“approaching power of socialism,” 
Senator Watson said no thoughtful 
person could observe events with- 
out trembling. 

“There are now over three hun- 
dred publications in the United 
States advocating the doctrines of 
socialism,” the speaker said. af | 
large number of our theoretical col- 
lege professors are bowing at the 
shrine of socialism. These people 
frankly say that they are opposed to 
our form of government and that 
they intend to overthrow it just as 
soon as they acquire sufficient pow- 
er. They ought rigorously to be 
suppressed. During the war we used 
all the means at the command of 
the government to search out those 
who were hostile to our flag, or ut- 
tered treasonable sentiments. There 
is no reason why the same means 
should not be used in the time of 
peace as in the days of war and for 
the same purpose.”

New York, January 29.—Formal 
announcement of the organization 
of the National: Association for the 
Protection of American Rights in

Declaring that “gross: injustices 
have been committed in .Mexico to 
American citizens. and American 
property rights,” the association 
Plans to make “a thorough study of 
the. Mexican situation from histori- 
cal, legal and economic stand- 
points,” and to furnish from time 
to time to the United States and 
Mexican governments, “accurate in- 
formation regarding foreign indus- 
tries and enterprises, decrees and 
other developments affecting Amer- 
ican rights, with a view. to.removing 
cause of friction.”

Coblenz, January 29.—According 
to estimates made by intelligence 
officers of the American Third 
army, based upon reports from all 
parts of Germany, the organized 
German army now located in various 
depots numbers from 300,000 to 500;- 
000 men. The reports indicate these 
soldiers are of such morale that they 
hardly will be available for opera- 
tions of any extent. The number of 
men in the army, reports reaching 
— suggest, is decreasing rap- 

y. 

The new volunteer army numbers 
between 100,000 and 300,000 men of 
doubtful morale, as they have not 
yet been organized fully nor tested 
fairly. The volunteer army which 
is being organized for the purpose 
of stopping Polish and Bolshevik 
invasion of German territory has 
40,000 men in the region of Frank- 
fort-on-the-Oder. Many volunteer 
battalions also are reported moving 
eastward. 

The: organized German army con- 
sists of the classes of 1898 and 1899, 
legs some men discharged because 
they live in occupied territory, less 
large numbers of deserters and less 
some men discharged, according to 
demobilization plans. The officers 
and non-commisioned officers of this 
army are men who intend to remain 
permanently in-the service. 


Evidence is said to be conclusive 


that the troops now in the depots 
have assumed the attitude of draw- 
ing their pay and doing as little 
as possible until they are discharged. 
In arriving at the number of men 
in the organized army, the troops 
which have been unable to return 
from the eastern front are disre- 
garded as they generally come from 
the older classes and are being dis- 
charged as soon as they reach Ger- 
many. No account has been taken 
of the naval units which are de- 
moralized and disbanding rapidly. 


Proxy Marriage Valid 
For Soldiers in France 
To Sweethearts in U.S. 


Washington, January 29.—In an 
opinion rendered today in the case 
of Wales T. Hawes, of Cambridge, 
Mass., a2 member of the American 
expeditionary force, the judge ad- 
vocate general of the army held 
that the military authorities in 
mar- 
riage by proxy of soldiers abroad 
to their sweethearts in the United 
States where such' marriages did 
not contravene state statutes. A 
previous. opinion had disapproved 
such marriages. Hawes was mar- 
ried. to Miss Annie Hiscock, of Rox- 
bury, Mass. 

The judge alivocate general de- 
clared such contracts permissible, 
and said the best form in such cases 
was'a single contract signed by 
He added: 

“It is no doubt to the interest of 
society that marriage should exist 
between those who sincerely desire 
it, and much sympathy is felt for 
those who have been prevented from 
marrying in the ordinary way by 
the exigencies of military duty.”

New York, January 29.—Russia is 
“a ruined nation, corrupt, starving 
and with a hopeless future unless 
the Bolsheviki are overthrown,” ac- 
cording to Mme. Catherine Bresh- 
kovskaya, the 75-year-old “grand- 
mother of the Russian revolution,” 
who arrived today .rom Chica?co. 

Hundreds of fellow countrymen 
and many Americans greeted the 
aged revolutionary, socialist with 
kisses and flowers at the railroad 
station and escorted her to the 
Henry Street settlement, on the east 
side, where she will be entertained 
during her stay in New York. 

The misrule of the Bolsheviki, ac- 
cording to Mme. BreshkovsKaya, 
has resulted in the depopulation of 
Petrograd. Where there were 2,000,- 
000 persons before the revolution, 
she said, now less than 1,000,000 re- 
main, and “all of, our old leaders, 
the lovers of Russian: freedom and 
justice, are under ground.” 

Declaring she was:‘a “revolution- 
ary socialist,””’ Madame Breshkov- 
Skaya said it was unfortunate that

AMERICA A DELUSION 
AS A “MELTING POT” 


Washington, January 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—America as a melting pot 
“has proved to be a great. delusion 
and a snare,” declared the house 
immigration committee in its report 


today on the bill to prevent general 
immigration for four years after the 
peace treaty. The report said that 
the legislation not oniy would pro- 
tect American workingmen - from 
unfair competition during the pe- 
riod of industrial readjustment, but 
also would preventgethe Bolsheviki 
from coming to America to spread 
their doctrine, : 
“If the Bolsheviscs in Russia are 
suppressed,” said the report “they 
will be the cnes who will come here 
to join their brothers, both foreign 
and native, in fiaunting the red 
flag and teaching death to individ- 
uals and destruction of property. 
“It is impossible to keep out revy- 
Olutionists and Bolshevists without 
keeping out substantially everybody. 
We have had a law excluding an- 
archists for years, and yet the war 
developed the fact that we had thou- 
sands of them in our midst. The 
far-famed melting pot has proven, 


to a great degree, a delusion and a 


snare. We feel that it is now time 
that we were beginning to look aft- 
er those of our own household, 
rather than to open our ports to 
many who know nothing of our 
laws, our customs, our standards of 
living and never intend to learn 
them.” 

In presenting the report Chairman 
Burnett announced that he soon 
would offer a resolution asking for 
a rule to give the legislation right 
of way in the house. 


POLAND RECOGNIZED 
BY THE UNITED STATES 


Washington, January 29.—Recog- 
nition of the provisional government 
of Poland has been accorded by the 
American government, officials of
